4. On each day the vehicles were off-loaded on the SCHLEUSE ALT RUPPIN, 
and bridge building exercises took place. The bridge was dismantled l?y the 
evening. Thirty - forty men with black/blue shoulderboards took part in 
the exercises. 


5. The pontoons were connected flush to one another in the water. . They 
each had a man hole ca. 40 cm. across which was closed with a metal hatch 
when in the water. 


Rail Transport 


On the 29th April 1958 from I6.OO - 19*30 hrs. a Russian transport 
train was off loaded, of the following equipment which drove off in the

a) 24 X ZIS - 151 with 24 metal pontoons all brand new. The 

pontoons had covered decks with 40 cm. square 
hatches as described in 5) above. The pontoons 
had plimsoll scales starting ca. 15 cm. from the 
bottom with fi gures in Vvhite depicting depth from 
10 - 100 cm. I 

b) lx ZIS - 151 crane xrucic. 

c) lx ZIS - 151 with 2 tanks approximately 1.2 m. high and 0,8 m. 

in diameter. The tanks were painted olive ^een 
as were the pontoons and also looked brand new. 

7. On the 5*5*58 at 11.00 hrs. five cistern wagons were shunted by a steam 
engine to the airfield. 
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
